The Kentucky High Cost of Liv- 
ing Commission fixed the fair 
price of bread, "16 ounce loaf," at 
nine cents for LoulHvllip mid oth- 
er Kentucky cities. Mmiy rptnll- 
erM, 111" commission says, has 
betn cliiUKliig 1(1, 11 and 12 cents 
for bread weiKliliiK i:! and 14 
ounces to the loaf. In Now York 
City, the commission points out, 
the overhead expenses Is greater 
and the problem of distribution 
enters, but bread weighing 16 
ounces sells fOr > cents there. 
The -commission announces that 
it now proposes to turn ita at- 
tention to proftteering restauranu 
and cafes. 

This ruling of the coqimisslon 
named eome time ago by Oovernor 
Black to mafie careful Investigation 
Into the High Cost ot Uving in the 
sUte of Kentucky applies to Mays- 
vllle and this ruling may be the means 
of a price reduction In the retail price 
of bread In this city. 

At the present time 16 ounce loaves 
of bread sold In local retnil ktoc t ry 
stores are being sold at ten cents 
Bread manufactured in the local bak- 
ery and bread shipped here from Cin- 
cinnati bakeries being sold at the 

aniB price. Retailers are required to 
pay 8^^ cents a loaf for this bread and 
at the price fixed by the state copi- 
misBlon iboy point out ibat they would 
not reeelv^ enough prodtfor them to 
be able to handle bread vid they say 
that If ^ey are required to Uve up 
to the price fixed by the compitsslon. 
it will be necessary for the bakers 
to reduce X^tf^a wholesale price of the 
bread. 

The State Commission has no power 
to enforce their rullnss except by 
means of public sentiment, liowcvcr 
Hiey make vcrr.cdreftH tpTostlgatlons 
and upon the invcsliKHiion in the mat- 
ter of bread, thoy r. iiort thai- a rea- 
sonable profit -can bo made by the 
bakers at wholesaling the bread so 
that It can be retailed to the consumer 
at y ecu Is a lonf.

In one 
community where sneli a club war organized in the Spring, we learn- 
ed Saturday, every residence ex.;ept two has had repairs made on 
it thia aummer. In every community where the clubs have been 
organized there has been creatid a community spirit which has 
caused the people to become interested in doing something for their 
community. The soldier boys lin\(' been weleo;ned haek home, funds 
have been raised to improve the ( ommunity school or plans have been 
laid for a lyceum coursg for the coming winter. 

A good arftusing of eoiminiMity spirit is what will put Mason 
county on the map and the Community Clubs are doing the work.

KEEPING CATTLE FROM "T. B." 

One of the most important fights carried on by the up-to-dale 
farmer is against tubercular infection in his cattle. 

The government is lending its aid in this work, but in spite (pf 
all efforts the unscrupulous dealer manages about every so ofti n 
to slip through a few infected animals, sometimes declaring that thi y 
have been tested and guaranteeing them to be in healthy condition. 

As a precaution against the introduction of this kind of cattle 
into the healthy herd, the thing to do is to have the tubercular test 
made when the newly purchased cattle arrive, keeping them isolated 
until it is satisfactorily determined that they are sound. 

One farmer says: "It is impossible to put a value upon peaee 
of mind," so he would not try to express what it is worth to know 
that a herd is free from tuberculor trouble. Another equally auceess. 
ful cattleman says that the only aaaonuiee of mthty lies in fireqneut 
tests. 

The Bureau of .Vnimal Industry stands ready to make the tests 
wherever it is desired, and farmers who have tried the aafe method 
-would never revert to the old tmeertainty aa to the eondition of thefr

I ' For this reason it baa always been 
I the polioy of the Oommiaaion to make 
the moonlight sohool attraetlva to the 
I most Indigent by providing tbem with 
beginners' school supplies. 

A campaign Is on to raise $20,000 In 
Kentucky to bo used In providing 
I books, blank books and pencils .Ma- 
son county Is asked to raise $5(10. 

Evidences of the appreciation of 
these books abound. 

The teachers report almost univer- 
sal good order In these moonlight 
schools, but one night a teacher ob- 
served two grown women, one twenty- 
live, the other thirty-five. In a deter- 
mhiod straggle. Sharply demanding 
to know what the dlffionlty was about,- 
the teacher learned that there was 
but one book between the two women 
and that each was struggling for the 
possession of it. 

In one county In Eastern Kentucky 
when the County Illiteracy Agent was 
distributing books, grown men and 
women crowded around with uplift- 
ing hands calling, "Don't leave me outl 
Don't leave me out!" But the supply 
was too soon exhausted. A man who 
was "left out" came to the Coiiuty 
Agent anxiously Inquiring when b<' 
could get a book. He was told that .-i 
new supply would he received at the 
county seat on a given day. He walk- 
ed twenty miles in order to be on time 
to secure a copy. 

It Is surprising to know how many 
men and women there are in Ken- 
tucky \i(^o never In tneir lives owned 
a book and how many homes in whlrb 
there is not a book to be found. One 
woman 30 years of age wrote that she 
had read her primer tbrounb tlirei- 
times. Having no other book she df- 
voured this one.

OPEN HIS CAMPAIGN 
- ON NEXT MONDAY 

Conference WItli Commltleo and Ad- 
visor* Prepantory to LMnehiar 
of OSMilve OMMKdl* a* 

UittiavUlo, Beptmnber I^Ddwln P. 

Klorrow. ItapnbUoan nominee tor Qov- 
rnor, will open hla ounpnlgn at Plke- 
vllle at 1 o'oteek next Monday after- 
noon. He will apeAk at the ooort 
houae. 

Mr. Morrow arrived in Louisville 
Tuesday fori a contnrence with mem- 
bers of his campaign committee and 
other political friends. He relumed 
to Somerset last night. 

Pollowing his formal opening ad- 
dress In rikeville, Mr. Morrow will 
enter upon one of the Intensive speak- 
ing campaigns for which he became 
famous in his previous race for gover- 
nor In 1916. His itinerary has not 
been arranged, but he expects to be 
active up to the day of election. 

The opening of the Republican cam- 
paign has been delayed on aocount of 
the Demeoratio State platform oon- 
ventlon which will meet here Thurs- 
day. The Republicans expect to baae 
their campaign entirely upon State Is- 
sues, and the character of the plat- 
form adoptel by the opposition Thurs- 
day naturally will have great hearing 
upon Mr. Morrow's Initial speech. 

The Republicans have been waiting 
with keen Interest to learn what theiij| 
i)p|)onents would have to say in their 
platform upon two points; the admin- 
istration of Governor Stanley In gen- 
eral and the contract with special at- 
torneys to represent the State In the 
Bingham Inheritance tax case in par- 
ticular. ^ 

Reeent developments, however, have 
left little doubt as to the position 
which will be Uken by the Demo- 
oratlo convention on their proposition. 
Indications at the recent mass conven- 
tion showed clearly enough that the 
Stanley adiiiinlstratlon is to receive 
an unqualilled Indorsement. In fact, 
it Is currently reported that riiiiatci 
Stanley made It unmistakably plain 
that he would prevent the holding of a 
platform convention, unless promised 
an indorsement of his acta as gover- 
nor. 

Ukewlse the attitude of the conven- 
tion on the inheritance tax contract 
was forecast by the recent act of Gov- 
ernor Blaok in ousting Ell H. Brown. 
Jr., from participation In the rich tees 
under t^at oOntraet, and the corre- 
spondence with reference thereto. 
This development left no room tor 
doubt that the platform either will be 
silent as to the oontraot, or will com- 
mend Governor Black for oustfng 
Brown. 

The Ttejniblleans. naturally, have 
been plaiiiiiiig to attack the adminis- 
tration of Governor Stanley for gross 
extravagance, multiplication of useless 
Jobs, and the conversion of previou.' 
pledges Into scraps of pajier They 
declare that Governor Black, since hi- 
elevation to the governorship, has 
taken new steps which gives promise 
of better things, and their interest in 
the oonventlon has been to see wheth- 
er the Democrats would repudiate the 
Stanley regime either by silence, In- 
ference or by damning It with faint 
praise. 

The Indorsement of Oovemor Stan- 
ley will place the onus of his admin- 
istration squarely upon Governor 
Black, and the camouflage of "keep- 
ing Stanley In the background" can 
be exposed easily by less capable or- 
ators than Edwin P. Morrow. 

Contrasts such as that in the Bing- 
ham.j;ase are denounced In the Re- 
publican platform. The Republicans 
can see no reason why the State 
shonid pay hundreds of' thousands of 
dollara to private attomeya for work 
which the attorney general and his 
numarotta aaalatanta an snppoMd to 
do. 

The fees In the dase mentioned, It 
is esUn^ated, wlU be In the neighbor- 
hood of $800,000, with BU H. Brown's 
one-fourth left out. 

Republican candidates, therefore, 
expect to have considerably the bet- 
ter of the argument when Governor 
Black goes before the people and 
tells how III' saved them |t00.000 by 
ousting Ell Brown. 

Ed Morrow's views on these ami 
other State Issues will be awaited with 
keen Interest by the people of Ken- 
tucky- His friends here remember-
